After Mr. Walton had been killed by 
an explosion in the smoking compar’- 
ment of the Birmingham Special. South- 
ern train from New York ,e*Birming- 
ham, in which explosion J. Shelby 
Shelton, of Atlanta, and W. J. Oliver, 
of Birmingham, also lost their lives 
while many others were injured, a note 
was found, written apparently by Mr. 
Walton, stating that important papers 
would be found in his suitcase. A 
gearch of the suitcase failed to reveal 
any papers other than some letters 
which seemed to throw no light upon 
the reference made in the note. 
Now Making Investigation. 
Investigation now being made 
upon the aheory that the “important 
papers” referred to in the death note 
may have been Mr. Walton’s new insur- 
ance policy. 
Whether. any definite connection 
ever established between the insurance 
policy and the death of Mr. Walton 01 
not, it is a fact that on last Thursday 
afternoon, two days before his myste- 
rious death. Mr. Walton called at the 
offices of the Pacific Mutual Life In- 
surance company, in Atlanta, of which 
E. F. Deacon is general agent here, ana 
- asked to be allowed to take out a $19,- 
v00 accident insurance policy with that 
company.

Actording to Mr. Deacon, Mr. Walton ! 


stated that he was preparing to move 

to Atlanta and go into the automobile 

accessories business. The policy was 

made out in favor of Mr. Walton's wife. 
Policy Is Made Wut. 

“Thinking his story a plausible one, 
the employee gave him the policy im- 
mediately,” said Mr. Deacon, ‘and Wal- 
ton made a quarterly payment of $12.00. 
Such policies provide for a double in- 
demnity if the holder of the policy its 
hurt in a common carrier, but all such 
policies bar suicide.” 

Generally insurance companies wait 
until something can be found out about 
a person making an application for an 
accident policy, but Mr. Deacon said 
that the employee of the company 
thought the man’s story trustworthy, 
and, not knowing the custom of the 
company was so strict, gave the policy 
immediately. 

Mrs. Max Fox, of 244 Courtland street, 
sister of H. Perkner, who boards at 
231 South Pryor street and who was 
injured in the explosion, said Sunday 
night that she had received a tele- 
gram Saturday night in regard to her 
brother, and that it said that he was 
not badly hurt, and that he would be 
home Wednesday. 

The body of J. Shelby Shelton, of 36 
Langhorn street, this city, who was 
killed in the explosion, was brought 
to Atlanta last night, and removed to 
the chapel of Greenberg & Bond. It 
will be carried to Acworth, Ga., today 
for funeral and interment. Shelton 
is survived by one sister, Mina, and one 


brother, J. C. Sheiton. 


CHEMICALS FOUND 
IN WALTON’S ROOM. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 7.—Detec- 
tives today found a lot of chemicals 
in the rooms of Louis Walton, which 
strengthened their theory that he plan- 
ned suicide by blowing himself to 
pieces. Walton set off some high ex- 
plosive in the lavatory of the Southern 
railway’s Birmingham Special early last 
night from New York, blowing himself 
almost to atoms, killing James 0. 
Oliver, of Birmingham, and J. Shelby 
Shelton, of Atlanta.

INTEREST CENTERS 
IN “LEAK” PROBE 


Lansing and Tumulty, Will 
Testify Today— Thomas 
W. Lawson in Washington 
to Give Evidence.

Washington, January 7.—Congres- 
sional interest centers this week in the 
hearing to be resumed tomorrow by the 
house rules committee on the Wood 
resolution for an investigation into the 
alleged “leak” to the stock market on 
President Wilson’s peace note. 

Tonight Thomas W. Lawson, of Bos- 
ton, arrived in Washington in response 
to 4 committee subpoena. Others who 
are to appear before the committee to- 
morrow are Secretary of State Lansing, 
Joseph P. Tumulty, Secretary to «he 
president; Charles H. Sabin, president 
of the Guaranty Trust company, of New 
York; Bernard Baruch, Otto Kahn, of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; Judge William M. K. 
Oleott, of New York, special counsel 
for Representative Gardner, of Massa- 
chusetts, engaged to show the fluctua- 
tions of the stock market on the day 
before the note offictally was made 
public, and Washington representatives 
of The Wall Street Journal, Financial 
America and the Central News associa- 
tion. 

Much Work for Congress. 

While this inquiry attracts wide- 
spread attention, congressional leaders 
are not losing sight of the mass of leg- 
islative work that remains to be done 
in a limited time if an extra session is 
to be avoided. Railroad legislation 
eurnestly desired by President Wilson is 
in embryonic shape, hearings on the 
subject still being held by the senate 
committee on interstate commerce and 
new bills having been submitted inde- 
pendently by Representative Adamson, 
chairman of the house interstate and 
foreign commerce committee. 

Appropriations have made progress in 
the house in the last few days, but none 
in the senate excepx in the appropria- 
tions committee, and the coming week 
will be devoted by the senate almost 
exclusively to general measures’ and 
executive business. 

Tuesday the senate will dispose of 
the Sheppard bill to prohibit the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Prohibition organi- 
zations of the whole country are watch- 
ing this measure with active interest 
and opposing an amendment by Senator 
Underwood, which would submit the 
question to a referendum of the voterg 
of the District of Columbia. The vote 
on the referendum in the senate is ex- 
pected to be very close, but whateve: 


the result, the whole matter is yet to 
be passed upon by the house, 

Waiting senate action also is’ the 
revised corrupt practices bill and con- 
servation legislation. Wednesday the 
senate wiil vote on the nomination of 
Winthrop M. Daniels to succeed him- 
self on the interstate commerce com- 
mission, 

The Revenue Problem. 

The revenue problem also requires 
earnest attention and the senate finance 
committee plans to give informal at- 
tention to this matter in the near fu- 
ture while waiting for the ways and 
means committee and the house to take 
action. Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the finance committé, hopes that reve- 
nué@és to meet the extraordinary de- 
mands of the, government due to in- 
creased preparedness measures and the 
Mexican situation, can be provided 
without provoking extended congres- 
sional debate. If any serious obstacles 
are encountered, there are few members 
of congress who can see how a spe- 
cial session can be avoided. 

Pending the return of Democratic 
Leader Kitchin from: his home in North 
Carolina, where he was called by ill- 
ness, the house program will remain 
rather indefinite. Consideration of the 
agricultural appropriation bill will be 
resumed. The Hughes vocational edu- 
cational bill, strongly urged by the 
president, also may be passed this week. 


DUOR SHUT 10 POLITICS 
BY FARM LOAN BOARD 


Jobs Connected With Land 
Banks Will Not Be Handed 
‘Out as Political Plums. 


Washington, January 7.—Organiza- 
tion of the twelve federal land banks 
has been undertaken, the farm loan 
board announced tonight, with a deter- 
mination to eliminate politics entirely 
in the selection of the men who are to 
set up and operate the new institutions. 
The board’s statement, explaining that 
pressure is being exerted for the ap- 
pointment of men of’ party influence, 
particularly democrats, says: 

“It may be stated without qualifica- 
tion that these jobs will not be handed 
out as political plums. The only con- 
sideration which will be taken into ac- 
count is that of merit, efficiency and 
ability. There is no division of opin- 
ion among the members of the board 
as to this principle.” 

For each bank the board is to name 
five directors, from whom a president, 
secretary, treasurer and vice president 
will be chosen as managing officers. 
In addition there will be for each bank 
a registrar, to act as fiduciary agent 
of the government. 

The board announces that in making 
these appointments every effort will be 
made to get men whose fitness will 
commend them not only to farmers whv 
must borrow money, but to investors, 
who must look upon farm loan bonds 
as safe and prime securities if they 
are to buy them and accépt a low rate 
of interest. 

Secretary McAdoo made public to- 
night a letter he has addressed to the 
governors ofall states, urging that they 
recommend to their respective legisla- 
tures the enactment of laws to make 
farm loan bonds legal investments for 
trust funds and savings banks, where 
such laws are necessary. Mr. McAdoo 
also has written to the various farm 
loan organizations of each state, point- 
ing out the desirability of co-operation 
by them with the governors in any 
measure adopted looking to the enact- 
ment of such legislation.

“It was he who assured communica- 
tions between Athens and Berlin and 
furnished the German general. staff 
with information concerning the move- 
ments of General Sarrail’s army, sup- 
plied to him by the Greek staff. It 
was he who organized the telephone 
line between Athens and Berat by 
which the king is still in daily eom- 
munication with the German govern- 
ment.

Berlin, January 7.—(By Wireless.)—

ern bank of the lower Sereth river, 
in central Rumania, along a thirty- 
mile front has been decided in favor of 
the central powers after fierce fight- 
ing, writes the military critics of the 
Overseas News agency, who points out 
that the Tevston troops took just ond 
month in forcing their way from Bu- 
charest to Braila, a distance of 125 
miles. The military critic adds: 

“The Russians were defeated and 
lost their fortified field positions after 
weeks of preparation on the southern 
bank of the Sereth from where, accord- 
ing to repeated announcements in the 
entente press, a counter offensive was 
to have been launched. On a front of 
ten miles, except for some villages 
south of Fundeni, the troops of the 
central powers reached the swampy dis- 
tricts and river bed of the lower Se- 
reth. The booty has not yet been 
counted, as battles are still going on. 

“Thanks to the splendid combined op- 
erations of the Danube and Dobrudja 
armies, which exercised & double pres- 
sure from the west and east against 
Braila, Rumania’s most important com- 
mercial town fell into the hands of the 
central powers. It was conquered aft- 
er tenacious house-to-house fighting. 

“In just one month the forces of the 
central powers traversed the road from 
Bucharest to Braila, a distance of 125 
miles, under continuous and strenuous 
fighting. The Danube town, with its 
65,000 inhabitants and important and 
efficient locks, depots and elevators, of- 
fers an extraordinarily important stra- 
tegical point of support for the central 
powers. Danube ships now may g0 
from the heart of Germany as far as 
Braila. On the other hand, navigation 
by the Russians and Rumanians on the 
Danube has been completely stopped. 

“The extreme eastern point of sup- 
port of the Russo-Rumanian armies in 
the Sereth position at Enalez already 
is under artillery fire. At Fundeni, 
the center of the Sereth position, the 
troops of the central powers are victo- 
riously going forward and the German 
and Austro-Hungarian troops are push- 
ing against the extreme western posi- 
tions of the Sereth line at Focsani.”

/-AND THE APOSTLES | 
ON ANCIENT CHALICE |

New York, January %7.—Portraits of 
Christ and the Apostles which, it is 
believed, may be authentic, are on an 
old chalice dug up from the ruins of 
Antioch and now in the possession of 
a firm of art dealers in this city, it 
became known tonight. The chalice, 
according to the dealers, came directly 
to them from the hands of the excava- 
tors in 1910. It can be dated with cer- 
tainty to the second half.of the first 
century, A. D., ‘says Dr. Gustavus A. 
Eisen, the archaeologist, who is now in 
this country, and who has made a pre- 
liminary report upon it in The Ameri- 
can Journal of Archaeology. It was 
found by Arabs digging a well in An- 
tioch on the Arontes, Syria. At the 
depth of many meters they came upon 
underground chambers which contain- 
ed the- treasure, 

It is probable, say experts, that the 
chalice is a relic of the cathedral ercct- 


ed in Antioch by Constantine the Great | 


after his removal of the capital of his 
empire to Con'stantinople. This An- 
tioch church was intended to be the 
center of Christian worship in the east, 
and remained standing until the year 
26, when, during an assemblage of 
250,000 Christians, the city was levelled 
by an earthquake so disastrous that one 
building could not be _ distinguished 
from another among the ruins.

Reviews Conditions in the Land of 
Sunshine and Outlines Coristructive 
Program Worthy of National Atten- 
tion—“Save Your Money and Go 
South.”

You ask me to give my views concerning 
the opportunities held out by the southern 
country. 

Facing no serious after-the-war problems, 
the south enters the new year with firm 
confidence in its prosperity. It no longer re- 
quires great faith or much imagination to 
ic recast the development of this section of 
cur country. The realities are so impressive 
in presenting conditions in the south, the in- 
flux of the capital of hard-headed business 


men is so continuous and the profits being , 


realized are so definite thatthe story of the 
south may be readily set down in exact fig- 
ures. 

The. south is laboring under a greater 
handicap during the European war than any 
‘ther section of the country, with four of its 
great wealth-producing natural products, 
viz., lumber, naval stores, phosphate rock, and 
also cotton—in less proportion—largely shut 
out of the export trade by the war, the whole 
section is nevertheless vibrating with indus- 
try and growing richer every day. In tact, 
the rate of prosperity in the south today is 
measurably greater than it has ‘been at any 
time in the history of the new south. There- 
fore, this section does not face any wide- 
spread disturbance, should the war end over- 
night. On the contrary, such an event would 
v2 a signal for a new burst of activity, par- 
ticularly in relation to the four products 
named. 

Out of the conditions existing in the south 
today there is room for fashioning an eco- 
nomic policy of far-reaching importance to 
the whole country. It may be summarized in 
a few words. It is the need for a more bal- 
anced development of our country and the 
necessity for a revival of the pioneer spirit 
among our people which a few decades ago 
created the development in the west, adding 
thereby enormous resources to the commer- 
cial and industrial prosperity of the country 
at large. 

The south offers today the greatest un- 
developed nationag asset of this country. It 
has been well said that the development of 
the south means the enrichment of the na- 
tion. I am confident that we will not reach 
a properly balanced national development 
until the south is contributing a greater 
share of its products to the business of the 
country than it is doing today. We cannot 
attain this development without a revival of 
the pioneer spirit, because the undertaking 
is a big one. There are over 100,000,000 acres 
ef unoccupied or crudely tilled farm lands 
in the south awaiting the intelligent and 
hardy pioneer. This means nearly seven 
ltundred thousand farms of 160 acres each. 

Here is a constructive program worthy of 
rational attention. With a greater number 
of growing days, due to climatic conditions, 
than any other part of the country, and with 
the advantage of proximity to the markets 
“hich feed the most densely paqpulated, por- 
tions of the United States, the south holds 
out a most inviting opportunity. I would 
like to reach the men who are making large 
wages in industrial centers working in muni- 
tion factories and otherwise employed Dy 
industries part of whose business will rap- 
idly melt away when the European war is 
over, with this message: “Save your money 
und go south.” 

They can safely invest both their savings 
and their future in the development of the 
south and be certain that in the next ten 
years they will have more health, more 
health and more happiness than they ever 
before realized would be within their grasp. 
1 believe that money can ve invested almost 
enywhere in the south with reasonable busi- 
ness sense, and there will accrue a large prof- 
it to the investor in another decade. ‘This 
is the advice 1 give to my close friends, it 
is the advice that 1 have followed myself. 

The south, with its’ matchless climate, its 
great areas of arable lands, and its countless 
cpportunities for men and women of intelli- 
gence and industry, is the surest and safest 
piace for the home-seeker that can be found 
unywhere in the world. I wish to emphasize 
the relation of the settlement of the south 
to the question of a well-balanced national 
prosperity. 

This country needs a permanent redistri- 
bution of the countless numbers of workers 
who are making our great city problems. 
These problems, acute ag they are in these 
times of abnormal industrial prosperity, will 
come day become a national terror when the 
backward swing of the pendulum ushers in 
a. period of depression. To those who would 
escape such a condition and who are part 
cr the industrial forces of these cities, | 
would say prepare now and go south. 


I would advise them not to attempt to 


| 


| not 


combat the readjustment which is bound to 
come, but in these days of prosperity to safe- 
ly anchor themselves for the future. 

I do not feel that this advice coming 
from me as a southern man can be regarded 
as wholly sectional. On the contrary, I feel 
that it touches one of the most serious prob- 
lems of our national life and it should enlist 
the active support and sympathy of every 
truly patriotic American citizen. 

Two factors in the development of the 
eouth should claim the attention of the 
southern people—one is the consideration by 
the tariff commission to be appointed by 
President Wilson of a readjustment of the 
present tariff duties, and the other the atti- 
tude of the southern communities toward the 
railroads traversing their territory. 

It is an admitted fact that at the close of 
the war changing economic conditions will 
have to be met and there are various pre- 
dictions as to what will happen. You can 
get almost any opinion you wish. For my 
own part, one factor is fixed in my mind, 
viz: The necessity of higher tariff duties on 
products of foreign countries which can be 
manufactured in those countries, particular- 
ly after the close of the war, at very much 
lees than is possible under business condi- 
tions in this country, where labor is well and 
adequately paid. 

Kveryv southerner should be a high tariff 
man, as I see it. The only possible check to 
the south’s greater prosperity after the war 
is the fact that Lurope may be able to im- 
port into this country, to the injury of our 
southern people, such articles as are manu- 
factured in this territory. Il am a democrat, 
I was brought up in the free trade school, 
but the time has come when the democratic 
party, if it wishes to live, must adjust its 
doctrines to changing conditions. 

The day has passed tor a tariff for rev- 
enue only, the Kuropean war has brought a 
great change in economic conditions. We 
must have a tariff for the benefit of our in- 
dustries—we will call it “benefit” if you do 
like the word “protection.” The new 
house of representatives will have so close 
a margin between the parties, a republican 
tariff bill, under these conditions, in my 
judgment, could not be passed. 

I believe therefore that through the tar- 
iff commission quicker and better results can 
’e obtained than would have been possible 
through the attempt to have passed a repub- 
lican tariff bill. The democratic party can 
wive the south—call it what you may, high 
tariff or protection—that which, in my opin- 
is essential to its more rapid advance- 


ion, 
and to the fulfillment of its greatest 


ment 
hopes. 

As an illustration the cotton manufactur- 
ing industry of the south will require that 
the tariff schedules on cotton goods import- 
ed into this country be raised. This is com- 
paratively an infant industry. The east has 
been largely settled and her manufacturing 
industries assisted by the protection inci- 
dental to a protective tariff. It has made 
that country. The south, devastated by the 
civil war, has only just begun to establish 
manufacturing plants and she is entitled at 
least to have them assisted as against the 
cheap labor of Europe turned loose after the 
close of the European war. 


We should ask President Wilson to get 
this commission at work at once and gtve 
this country the benefit of a scientifically 
worked out schedule of tariff duties to be 
made operative at the close of the war, The 
southern people should immediately set this 
in motion ghrough their senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress. 

An equally important question for the 
southern people to recognize is fairness to 
the railroads operating within their midst. 
You cannot develop as it should be developed 
the great area of unoccupied iands, the 
towns and cities of this southern country, 
@niess and until the railroads are given a 
freer hand: regulate them but not to the 
extent of impairing their usefulness and 
their ability to economically raise the neces- 
sary money for the development of the coun- 
try they traverse. They are the greatest 
agents of civilizatin and for development. 

The south is peculiarly situated in connec- 
tion with extending the control and manage- 
ment of the railroads by commission with its 
great area of unoccupied lands. It needs to 
encourage railroad extensions, not place im- 
pediments in their way. It needs quick action, 
not the chance of not having an unoccupied 
section of a southern state developed by the 
extension of a railroad therein, because the 
government or controlling body to which 
the railroad may be required to submit 
such matters, either delays action until the 
time has passed wher the railroad can build 
or can finance such extension, or refuse it 
altogether.

400 CHILDREN TAUGHT 
AT HOLMES INSTITUTE 


The annual report of the Holmes insti- 
tute, made by Professor B. R. Holmes, pres- 
ident and founder, to the city council and 
the county commissioners for 1916 shawed 
that the institute has closed one of the most 
successful year’s work in its history. The en- 
rollment in all the departments for the day 
and night school was more than 400 stu- 
dents. 

Fifty per cent of the students’ parents 
were unable to buy books, clothing and shoes. 
25 per cent were turned out of the public 
schools on account of the crowded condition. 
and some were unable to furnish lodging and 
food. for themselves, and they were boarded 
in the Holmes institute. The enrollment fo: 
the boarding department was one hundred. 

The main building of the institute has 
been completed, with a seating capacity of 
000 students and 125 in the boarding depart - 
ment. The institute is in need of $500-to 
equip the industrial department. where cook- 
ing, dressmaking, house cleaning, launde! 
ing are taught. No student is allowed to 
attend the Holmes institute or graduate 
without learning a useful trade aside from 
the regular course. All girls are taught 
cooking and dressmaking. 

A night school has been Organized fo: 
the warking people who cannot attend the 
day school. Here cooking and dressmaking 
are taught.

1916. 


Bureau of American Ethnology 
Makes Interesting Research 


Concerning Music of Indians 


The Bureau of American Ethnology un- 
der the Smithsonian institution at Wash- 
ington, has for many years been conduct- 
ing most interesting researches among the 
American aborigines, or Indians, whose orig- 
inal habitat included this whole country, 
but is now limited to a few reservations. 
This once great and powerful race is rapidly 
becoming extinct, and but for the labors of 
this government bureau we would be ignorant 
of many of their interesting customs, arts 
and industries, as well as their history itself. 

Among the researches carried on, a study 
of the music of the early owners of this con- 
tinent is being made by Miss Frances Dens- 
more. In this connection, it was necessary 
to record results in such a manner as to 
make them available for reference, and many 
songs have been recorded phonographically, 
making a permanent and accurate recora. 

These records are supplemented by abund- 
ant field notes concerning the musical per- 
formers themselves. tneir surroundings, and 
the circumstances under which the songs 
were rendered. As each song is studied and 
analyzed, the results secured are found to 
be much more than a simple collection of 
Indian songs. They include something of 
the human element, the singer’s personality 
as well as the technical analysis of his 
music, and its division into melodic and har- 
monic groups. 

_ Music is a key to much of the ethnology 
of the people, especially to all that is sacred. 
their intimate feelings finding expression 
in the beauty, humanity, and poetry of their 
songs. Thus far the study of Indian music 
has included five tribes, the Bureau of Amer- 
ican Ethnology having already published two 
memoirs on Chippewa music. 

In referring to the songs in general, Miss 
Densmore says that they “are not petrified 
specimens; they are alive with the warm 
blood of human nature.” Music seems to be 
one of the Chippewas’ greatest pleasures, ex- 
pressing every phase ot their lives. Some of 
the songs are generally known, while others 
are the property of a single person, and 
transferable only at his discretion, but usual- 
lv sold. Visiting Indians take pleasure in 
learning new songs and bringing them home 
with them. Certain of the songs are to com- 
memecrate events, others pertain to cere- 
monies or initiations inta societies, while 
others are cannected with medicine, love, 
games and dances. 

Miss Densmore has collected about 1,000 
songs with the use of the phonograph, pro- 
vided with a specially cons@ructed recording 
horn and recorder. Great care in selecting 
the singers is always necessary to insure 
old and important songs; a good voice, as 
well as a free and natural rendition of the 
song is desired. : 

A number of the songs secured from th 
Chippewas have to do with the belief in the 
Mide (miday) or Grand Medicine, which iz 
their religion and teaches many sound and 
practical doctrines; that long life is coin- 
cident with goodness, and that all evil in- 
evitably reacts on the offender. The chief 
aim of the Mide is to secure health and long 
life for its adherents, and music forms an 
easential part of every means to that end. 
No referenee to war and no allusions to ene- 
mies have been found thus far in the Mide 
Among other things, the members of the 
cult are taught that their membership does 
not exempt them from the consequences 
of their sins. Lying, stealing and the use 
of liquor are strictly forbidden. 

Naturally, most of the songs are handed 
down and learned by ear, but great exact- 
ness is required in singing them. These par- 
ticular Indians have a method of recordin 
their songs in memonics On a strip of bire 
bark. The record, which is little more than 
a picture, serves a8 a reminder of the es- 
sential idea of the song, but leaves the words 
to the memory of the singer, or to his own 
ity.

Georgia’s fourteen presidential elec- 
tors, named in the general election of 
November 7, 1916, will meet at the state 
capitol today at noon for the purpose 
of casting Georgia’s vote for the re- 
election of President Woodrow Wilson 
and of Thomas Marshall for vice presi- 
| dent. 

After the voting takes place, the ele«- 
tors must make and sign three certifi- 
cates of all votes given by them for 
president and for vice presidem. To 
these certificates are to be attached the 
‘list of Georgia electors. These are then 
sealed and upon each must be certified 
that each contains all the votes for 
president and vice president. 

When this is done the electors will 
elect a messenger, who shall take 
charge of one of the sealed certificates 
and later deliver it in person to the 
president of the United States senate. 

Another of the sealed certificates is 
to be mailed to the president of the 
United States senate, while the third 
‘certificate is to be delivered to the 
judge of this federal) district.

“BEGINS AT AMERIUS 


Alleged Wade Was Slain in 
Automobile by His Poker 
Game Companions. 


Americus, Ga., January 7.—Lawyers, 
witnesses and persons interested in the 
Wade murder trial which begins here 
tomorrow, began arriving in this city 
this afternoon. 

Walter Wade came to Americus from 
his home at Leslie on August 17 with 
$400 in cash.

Despite Post-Holiday Quiet 


Business Is 


New Year. Opens Auspi- 
ciously With Good Spring 
Orders, Says Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: . 

While the post-holiday quiet contin- 
ues to characterize trade conditions, the 
pause in this respect i smuch less 
marked than in former years, and, in 
fact, the momentum heretofore attain- 
ed has been so great that current 
movements are remarkably quick. In- 
ventorying in commercial channels oc- 
cupies considerable attention, but this 
task is being hastened, and in industrial 
lines sustained activity in making up 
products is still the rule, though, of 
course, new buying is devoid of pre- 
vious feverish aspects. Some salesmen 
are again on the road, and judging from 
the volume of spring order sreceived, 
the new year certainly has opened 
auspiciously. Talk of early peace in 
Europe has diminished, and while high 
prices tend to encourage conservatism, 
it is well known that manufacturers 
have not been able t oget up goods for 
stock, and, therefore, the country_ 1s 
well-nigh barren of ready supplies. Re- 
tail trade, though relatively quiet, the 
usual situation after the holidays, is 
animated by clearance sales, while the 
comparative absence of inclement 
weather enables shopping to go on. 
Jobbers report a satisfactory volume 
of reorders, and country merchants ap- 
parently have had their shelves well 
cleared out. Collections are good, and 
in some interior surplus agricultural 
producing sections business has vir- 
tually worked down to a cash basis, 
which fact enables merchants to avail 
themselves of discounts to a greater de- 
gree than heretofore. 
improved in some respects fo rcoal traf- 
fic, bear in a serious way upon the 
blast furnace industry inability to get 
supplies of coke having caused the 
banking of many furnaces.

Far From Dull 


Sustained in Noteworthy 
Volume, Dun Reports. 


Dun’s report says: 

Notwithstanding the holiday inger- 
ruption, inventory-taking, preparation 
of annual reports, and other impedi- | 
ments incidental to the inauguration 
of 1917, the past week has been far 
from dull. Consumption of necessities 
is sustained in noteworthy volume, on | 
the whole, and the purchasing power 
in many directions is enhanced by the 
further wage increases that became ef- 
fective on January 1, the new year 
opening with aggregate pay rolls at 
the highest point ever known. This 
obviously acts as an offset to the ex- 
treme living costs, though it is not 
to be expected that demands will con- 
tinue indefinitely at the present ex- 
traordinary rate. In the leading in- 
dustries new buying has lessened, as 
it invariably does at this period, and 
this year there is all the more reason 
for some abatement because of the ex- 
tent to which forward requirements 
are already covered. Pressure for de- 
liveries on previous contracts, how- 
ever, has not relaxed, except in isolated 
instances, and producers still find it 
difficult, if not impracticable, to make 
shipments as scheduled, owing to the 
transportation congestion With freight 
delays causing a lack of fuel at man- 
ufacturing plants and a consequent 
curtailment of outputs, the question 
of a possible shortage of some ma- 
terials and products is being brought 
to the fore. That there is now even 
the slightest likelihood of a scarcity 
of iron, with production unprecedented 
last year, is one of the economic won- 
ders of the times. 

Not a few people had considered the 
possibility of a temporary flurry in 
money rates over the turn of the year, 
but nothing of the kind was witnessed. 
Rise in Speculative Markets Resumed. 

With confidence returning in the 
speculative markets, the recovery in 
stocks, grain and cotton has been car- 
ried further. Many traders in Wall 
street had hoped for improving tenden- 
cies in ‘securities at the opening of 
the new year and were not disappoint- 
ed, initial substantial gains being 
closely followed by_ vigorous advances 
and a resumption of million-share ses- 
sions.

ADAMSON HOUR LAW 
UPTO SUPREME COURT 


Opening Arguments Begin To- 
day — Adamson Pushing 
Supplementary Law. 


Washington, January 7.—Activity in 
the tangled controversy between the 
railroads and their employees will be) 
resumed tomorrow in two different 
parts of the capitol, where 51x months | 
ago the Adamson bill, designed to blaze | 
the way to peace, was enacted into 
law. 

While attorneys in the supreme court 
are making their opening arguments 
on the constitutionality of the Adam- 
son act, Representative Adamson, fa- 
ther of the law, will begin a fight in 
the house for prompt passage of his 
new blanket railway bill, intended to 
cover every phage of the situation, and 
will resume his efforts in behalf of} 
continuing the life of the Newlands 
railway investigating committee. 

The new Adamson bill would pro- 
vide an eight-hour day, make strikes 
or lockouts without a ninety-day no- 
tice illegal, and permit the taking over 
of railway lines by the military on 
orders of the president when public 
convenience demand such action. 

Drastic though the bill is admitted 
to be, Mr. Adamson expressed confi- 
dence that it will be enacted into law. 
Save for the eight-hour day provi- 
sion, the measure is understood to have 
the approval of the president. The 
eight-hour provision was written with- 
out consulting the president. 

“I didn’t consult with either the em- 
ployers or the employees regarding this 
bill,” Representative Adamson said to- 
day. “T took only the public into con-'! 
sideration. The railroads are trying | 
to run up all the overtime they can; 
to make the Adamson act look bad and 
the men are insisting that the measure 
was for the purpose of fixing wages, 
which it was not. I think it’s time the 
public had a hand in the proceedings.” 

Coincident with the renewed activity | 
in the railroad controversy Warren S&S. 
Stone, head of the engineers’ brother- 
hood, spent today here going over the 
tituation. He will leave tomorrow for 
Boston and probably attend the meet-| 
ing of the brotherhood heads in Chi- | 
cago on Thursday. where the general 
situation will be gone over in confer- 
ence. 

Arguments in the supreme court will 
begin tomorrow afternoon. Briefs have 
been prepared by both the department 
of justice aud the railroads for filing 
preliminary to arguments which will 
probably be concluded tate Tuesday. 

Pending the court’s decision, which | 
is expected within a’ few weeks, all! 
litigation regarding the law is sus- 
pended. The railroad brotherhoods will | 
not be represented in the court pro- 
ceedings. 

Solicitor General Davis, according to 
present plans, will open the argu- 
ments tomorrow. He will be followed | 
by the railroads’ counsel, ‘neluding | 
Walker TD. Hines, chairman of the Rail- | 
road’s Committee of Counsel: John O. 
Johnson, of Philadelphia, and Arthur 
Miller, representing the Missouri, Ckla- | 
homa and Gulf railroad, which brought 
the test case. Frank Wdaverman, spe- 
cial assistant to the attornev general, 
will close for the government. 

Counsel for the railroads contend in 
their brief that the Adamson act is 
unconstitufional because it is essen- 
tially a wage-fixing measure and there- 
fore violates the constitutional muaran- 
tee of freedom of contract.

Washington, January 7.—Americans 
are besought to refill the almost empty 
European war relief fund of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross in an open letter by 
Woodrow Wilson, as president of the 
Red Cross, made public today at the so- 
ciety’s headquarters. ‘It is for you 


er the most prosperous nation in the 
world will allow its national relief or- 
ganization to keep up it work. or with- 
draw from a field where there exists 
the greatest need ever recorded in 
history.” 

Accompanying the letter is a state- 
ment to the public setting forth that 
from August 6, 1914, to September 30, 
1916, the Red Cross received and dis- 
bursed for European war relief $2,144,- 
968.17, of which supplies used in allied 
countries represented $1,121,766.25, and 
supplies for the central nations $348,- 
669.48. 

The president’s letter reads: 

“Another winter closes around the 
great European struggle, and with the 
cold, there comes greater need among 
soldiers in the fighting line and in the 
hospitals, and still more among the 
women and children in ruined homes or 
in exile. 

“This country, at peace, blessed with 
prosperity, can hardly imagine the 
needs, but it can help to meet them. 

“Of great importance among the 
agencies which have expressed our sym- 
pathy with suffering humanity among 
the belligerent nations has been the 
American Red Cross. This organiza- 
tion of our countrymen has brought 
relief to every nation in the great war. 

“Its skilled workers have cared for 
the wounded of every army, have gone 
forth through the desolate Siberian 
plains to bring help to thousands of 
prisoners, have fought disease in pes- 
tilence-ridden Serbia, and have brought 
hope to countless non-combatants, 
women and children. 

“Wherever these Red Cross men and 
women go, they are carrying the mes-

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8-HOUR DAY’ DEMAND 
BY TEXTILE WORKERS 


Boston, January 7.<—A demand for 

an eight-hour day for textile workers 
throughout the country will soon be 
made ,according to John Golden, inter- 
national president of the United Tex- 
tile Workers of America, who tonight 
made an appeal to the Boston Central 
Labor union for support of the strike 
of 700 operatives in the mills at Ander- 
son, S. C. The shorter day would be 
asked for, President Golden said, not- 
withstanding the increase in wages 
during the past year, amounting -in 
'some cases in nothern mills to 28:3 
per cent. 
Referring to conditions in the south, 
Mr. Golden asserted that 90 per cent of 
the quarter of a-million mill hands in 
that section were only 24 hours away 
from starvation. He said that the 
strike in Anderson had cost his union 
over $50,000 thus far, but that the or- 
| ganization was able to spend as much 
more to carry on the fight if necessary.
